Spotlight In 16th 
Week Of Assembly 


COLUMBUS, O. WWThe Senate 
grabbed top billing today at the 
start of the Ohio Legislature’s 16th 
week with hearings on film censor­ 
ship and bingo. 
The House and Senate return 
from 
their 
weekend 
recess

4 p. rn. but interest centered on 
committee hearings opening to­ 
night. 
The Senate Education Commit­ 
tee looked for verbal fireworks at 
its first hearing (7:30 p. rn.) on a 
proposal to abolish Ohio’s 40-year- 
old movie censorship law. Sen. 
Charles A. Mosher (R—Lorain), 
committee 
chairman, 
sponsored 
the 16-word measure. 
“The fact is,” he said, “censor­ 
ship itself is more harmful and 
dangerous than are the dangers 
from which 
it 
is 
supposed to 
guard.” 
Self-styled defenders of public 
morals are expected to challenge 
the senator’s assertion. 
Wednesday 
night, 
the 
Senate 
Judiciary Committee takes up a 
proposal to legalize bingo, regard­ 
less of whether proceeds go to 
charity. 
The Senate-House resolution pro­ 
posed by Sen. Robert R. Shaw 
(R—Franklin) seeks a change in 
the state Constitution that now 
forbids lotteries. Approval by the 
Legislature would place the ques­ 
tion on the November election bal­ 
lot 
for 
final 
determination 
by 
voters. 
“ People ought to be entitled to 
play bingo,” 
Shaw 
said. 
“The 
situation now is confused by dif­ 
ferent court rulings in different 
parts of the state.” 
Some courts have held that a 
1943 change in anti-gambling laws 
exempted bingo played for chari­ 
table purposes. Others have said 
the change failed to conform with 
the constitutional ban on gambling. 
Attempts to repeal the 1943 re-] 
vision failed in previous legisla­ 
tures amid stirring controversy. 
Shaw expressed belief voters would 
approve the attempt to legalize 
bingo if the Legislature puts the 
question on the ballot. 
His home city of Columbus only 
last week asked the Ohio Supreme; 
Court to rule on the question. The 
city appealed from an appellate 
court decision that upset a trial 
court conviction of a bingo game 
operator. 
The Supreme Court has ruled 
on phases of the question but has 
yet to decide the issue.

The Schools Need The Levy 
We join with Superintendent of Schools Ralph 
W. Betts in his appeal that the dispute over 
the school building program should not be used 
as a club against the renewal of the 3-mill 
school levy which will be placed before the 
voters In the May 5 primaries. 
Don’t take it out on your children or their 
teachers,” Betts urged last week before the 
Lions Club as he explained how vital the levy 
is to the school system. 
The facts speak for themselves in this case 
and a review of them now should erase any 
doubts that might exist as to whether to vote 
yes or no on the issue. 
The 3-mill levy represents more than IO per 
cent of the total operating budget of the 
schools and 25 per cent of the total local sup­ 
port for school operating costs. 
It should be pointed out that the increased 
property valuations which have caused such a 
tax furore do not increase the income for tha 
schools—the rate of outside levies being reduced 
to yield the same amount of money. The re­ 
newal of the levy likewise assures no salary in­ 
crease, but merely ‘‘holds the line.” A line 
incidentally which certainly needs holding in 
view of the higher salary schedules available 
to teachers in many other Ohio communities. 
Statistics taken from an Ohio Education As­ 
sociation Research Bulletin give a picture of 
the teacher salary schedule in Ohio cities and 
exempted villages for the 1951-1952 period. 
From the maximum salary schedules of 136 
Ohio towns and cities, East Liverpool last year 
ranked 74th. Now, due to salary increases in 
other localities, we stand even farther down the 
line. 
In a comparison of East Liverpool’s present 
maximum attainable salary, after 12 y e a r s 
teaching experience and at least five years col­ 
legiate training, we place fifth among district 
communities. Here’s the scholastic teaching 
scoreboard, with the figures representing the 
maximum salary with a Master’s 
Degree— 
Youngstown, $5,700; Steubenville. $4,795; Struth­ 
ers, $4,520 ;Toronto, $4,500; East Liverpool, 
$3,975; Salem, $3,800; Wellsville, $3,600, and 
East Palestine, $3,300. 
In the ranking of 12 cities with 20,000 to 30.000 
population, we’re at the bottom of the list. 
Here’s the story, the salary again representing 
the maximum salary with a M aster’s Degree— 
Shaker Heights, $6,000; Barberton, $5,050; Elyr­ 
ia. $5,000; Massillon, $4,989: Cuyahoga Falls, 
$4,675; Findlay, $4,620; Sandusky, $4,600; Alli­ 
ance, 
$4,450; 
Chillicothe, 
$4,250 ; Ashtabula, 
$4,200; Lancaster, $4,150, and East Liverpool, 
$3,975. 
The figures above tell better than anything 
else the salary situation in the city’s schools. It’s 
far from satisfactory now and will become worse 
if the 3-mill levy isn’t renewed. Remember, it’s 
not a new tax, but merely a renewal. 
When you go to the polls May 5, keep the 
city’s deserving teachers and school children in 
mind and back the levy.

President Eisenhower, in a his­ 
toric speech heard 
'round 
t h e 
globe, brought back to the world 
of today the principles of the At­ 
lantic Charter of yesterday — the 
pact signed in January 1942 
by 
Soviet Russia and 46 other gov­ 
ernments of the world pledging to 
1 all peoples the right to choose their 
own form of government. 
This Charter was the basis of 
the war aims of World War II. 
It was directed at the totalitarian 
regime of Hitler, but it applied as 
well to dictatorships of the future. 
Mr. Eisenhower’s phrasing was 
this; 
“Every nation s right to a form 
of government and an economic 
system of its own choosing is in­ 
alienable. 
“Any ration’s attempt to dic­ 
tate to otiier nations their form of 
government is indefensible.” 
The Atlantic Charter was worded 
this way: 
“F i r s t. their countries ( t h e 
signers! seek no aggrandizement, 
territorial or other; 
“Second, they desire to see no 
territorial changes that do not ac­ 
cord with 
the 
freely 
expressed 
wishes of the peoples concerned; | 
“Third, they respect the right of 
all peoples to choose the form of 
government under which they will 
live; and they wish to see sov­ 
ereign rights and self-government 
restored to those who have been 
forcibly deprived of them.” 
The President has marked out 
the issue for the leaders of t h e 
Soviet Union to see clearly. He 
reminds them pointedly of the 
facts of life in Eastern Europe, 
where small nations have b e e n 
deprived of the right of self-gov­ 
ernment.

Dr. Fry says, 
that the use of inaudible sound in 
the treatm ent of disorders of the 
nervous system may bring within 
the scope of surgery a wide va­ 
riety of conditions which now can­ 
not be treated successfully.

‘Light Meals9 Add Up To Excess Poundage 


By and large, overweight is due 
to nothing more complicated than 
overeating. But since overeating 
takes different forms, it is not al­ 
ways recognized. 
Of course, the person who ad­ 
mits at the end of the meal that 
she couldn’t possibly eat another

mouthful, naturally knows that she 
eats too much. But the woman 
who is very careful not to overeat, 
may unknowingly pile the calories 
up fast by eating the wrong foods. 


MANY 
overweights 
invariably 
have a “light” breakfast of but­ 
tered toast, marmalade and coffee, 
which mounts up to about 500 cal­ 
ories. And the doughtnut-and-coffee 
breakfast eaters get about th e 
same number.

to eat but grab any food that’s 
handy. A stand-up lunch is invari­ 
ably so unsatisfying that the diner 
looks around for something to 
round off her quick meal—or else 
she piecemeals later in the after­ 
noon. 
On this faulty diet plan, food is 
gulped down hurriedly. And fast 
eating fails to satisfy for a couple 
of reasons: It not only takes 15 
minutes or more for the physiolog­ 
ical effects of food to be felt, but 
time is also needed for that feel­ 
ing of contentment to register in 
the mind. 
The overweight who sits down to 
a planned low-calorie lunch, includ­ 
ing one hot food whenever possi­ 
ble, feels that she has dined well 
on about 350 calories. And that’s 
a reducing luncheon. 
Late in the afternoon, a protein 
pick-up such as a glass of butter­ 
milk, a hard-cooked egg, or an 
ounce of cheese with a cup of hot 
tea will prevent an energy lag. 
And by taking the edge off raven­ 
ous hunger, it helps the overweight 
to eat dinner more slowly. 
Dinner should be an especially 
satisfying meal, and it can be on 
400 to 450 calories. 
It may include a liberal serving 
of lean meat, fish or fowl, plus two 
vegetables, a bulky salad, a n d 
fruit for dessert. For the over­ 
weight who dines at home, tea or 
coffee may be enjoyed in another 
room. 


IT’S AMAZING how’ appetite CLn 
be controlled by the simple expedi­ 
ent of leaving the dining table. For 
one thing, the living room is not so 
closely associated with food and it 
is easier to get the mind on other 
interests.

While most modern garages are

High-Quality 
Paint Pays Off 
In Long Run 


Here Are Other 
Painting Tips For 
The Home Owners

Painting houses at this time of 
the year rivals baseball as the na­ 
tional pastime. 
You 
probably have 
neighbors 
staging painting bees, with rela­ 
tives leading a hand to give the 
old manse a new look. And around 
town you see the number of people 
having their houses freshened up 
with new paint—enough to make 
any man want to get in and pitch. 
Well, this spring paint-up, clean­ 
up, fix-up custom probably was 
promoted primarily by the paint 
manufacturers. If so, we ought to 
take our hats off to them. 
Maybe their bright idea doesn’t 
give us as much fun wielding a 
paint brush with our pitching arm , 
but it certainly saves us a lot of 
hard earned cash by keeping the 
rain from rotting us out of house 
and home. 
Giving the devil his due, y o u 
have to admit that the paintmak- 
ers have greatly improved their 
product over the paint 
grandpa 
used to use. 
Even though no paint will last 
forever, and the best will fail if 
they aren’t put on right, modem 
house paints at least give far bet­ 
ter service than paints gave half 
a century ago. This has been shown 
by government tests. 
Don’t get the notion that t h # 
■paint dealer is trying to “sell” you 
something when he urges you to 
spend a little more money for qual­ 
ity paint. 
The difference in price between 
what the trade calls ‘‘painters’ 
lines” and top grade durable paints 
amounts 
to 
chicken 
feed. 
The 
‘‘painters’ lines” are manufactured 
to meet price competition. Y o u 
can’t expect them to come up to 
durable standards. 
Figure it out for yourself. The 
biggest cost in painting your house 
is labor—the work of preparing the 
surface and applying the 
paint. 
While the whole job of painting 
your house will amount to several 
hundred dollars, the cost of t h e 
paint itself is only a fraction. 
The average small house may 
call for eight or IO gallons of paint. 
The difference in cost between 
cheap paint and good quality paint 
runs no more than a dollar or two 
per gallon. It’s certainly short­ 
sighted to skimp on this difference 
when you figure the durability in­ 
volved. 
As for labor costs, you know 
how times have changed. You ask 
and get more for your time than 
before World War II, and so do 
the painters. 
The only way you can save en 
this labor cost i» to have the time 
and experience to do the job your­ 
self in the right way at the right 
time. 
Gambling on the weather is a big 
factor in a house painting job. Wood 
siding and trim has to be dry. If 
you have rain, you ought to wait 
for at least a week of s u n n y 
weather before you start to paint. 
Then it is best not to start the 
job if the weather is damp, foggy 
or cold. The temperature shouldn’t 
be below 50, say the experts. 
Two or three days should be al­ 
lowed for drying between coats in 
clear warm weather—more t i m e 
in damp or cold weather. Yet more 
than two wreeks between coats is 
not considered good practice, since 
excessive drying can be as bad 
as not enough drying. 
Many readers have written to 
this department about paint fail­ 
ures. You can’t expect the best 
paint to hold when weather gets 
behind it. Moisture in a wall, 
whether from leakage or indoor 
vapor pressure, will push any paint 
off in blisters. 
This is especially noticeable in 
spring thaws after hard winters. 
Condensation blisters will be the 
most common on cold north walls 
of heated rooms—rarely appearing 
on unheated porch or garage walls." 
Another form of paint failure is 
peeling, cracking or scaling, with 
no blisters. If this is not obviously 
caused by over-painting and ap­ 
pears only on south walls exposed 
to sunlight, it can be taken as a 
sign of poor quality paint.

Sheets Used 


Prove Decorative, 
Useful On Homes 


Home and landscape designers 
have discovered unsuspected possi­ 
bilities for distinctive decorative 
effects in a material long associat­ 
ed with industrial construction, a 
review of building trends discloses. 
The material, known as corru­ 
gated asbestos-cement sheets, has 
been used extensively for half a 
century to roof and side huge fac­ 
tories, warehouses, 
hangars and 
other 
commercial 
installations. 
Their adaption to homes is a com­ 
paratively recent development. 
The sheets are a light gray in 
color, incombustible and extremely 
sturdy. They are 42 inches wide 
and made in lengths of from 3 to 
12 feet. Each sheet has ten corru­ 
gations, with a span of 4.2 inches 
from crest to crest.

B. Gamble, used corrugated ashes-1 
tos-cement sheets to roof an un-!

Made In Fight 
To Free Oatis 


Czech Government 
Ignores Appeals, 
AP Report Shows 


NEW YORK Iff!—The Board of 
Directors of The Associated Press 
said 
today 
there 
has 
been 
no 
“substantial, discernible progress” 
toward obtaining the release 
of 
William N. Oatis from a Czecho­ 
slovakian jail. 
Oatis, chief of the AP bureau 
in Prague, was jailed two years* ago 
on charges of espionage. He is un­ 
der a 10-year sentence. 
The board noted also, in its re­ 
port for the annual membership 
m eeting of The Associated Press, 
world-wide news-gathering co-oper­ 
ative, that another AP employe, 
photographer Frank Noel, is still 
a prisoner of war in Korea. 
“Freedom-loving 
people 
every­ 
where continue to denounce the 
detention of Oatis and demand his 
release,” the 
board 
said. 
“The 
Czech government thus far has 
turned a deaf ear to pleas based 
on humanitarianism and has been 
equally unresponsive to the eco­ 
nomic and political pressures im ­ 
posed as a result of the treat­ 
ment of Oatis. It is the board’s 
fervent hope that before the m em ­ 
bers assem ble again, Oatis’ free­ 
dom will have been restored.” 
The board said available infor- 
jmation indicated that both Oatis 
and Noel are in “reasonably good 
health and receiving humane treat­ 
ment. Prolonged incarnation, how­ 
ever, must be as galling to them 
as our failure to effect their re­ 
lease is frustrating to us.” 
“Every possible effort is being 
exerted in their behalf,” the board 
said. 
The board presented its report 
for a business meeting of m em ­ 
bers prior to the annual luncheon, 
at which Secretary of the Treasury 
George M. Humphrey was to speak. 
The members voted for six di­ 
rectors and considered applications 
of 12 associate members for regu­ 
lar AP membership. The results of 
the election for directors will not 
be known until late tonight. 
In its report, the board said the 
past year was one of “continuing 
accom plishm ent” by the AP. The 
board said the scope and content 
of the news report won repeated 
praise from the membership; news 
and newsphoto services were ex­ 
tended 
to 
distant 
parts 
of the 
world, and operation of Teletype­ 
setter service became nation-wide. 
Noting that hundreds of editors 
and publisher member are giving 
their time to AP affairs, the board 
said; 
“It becomes increasingly evident 
that the future of The Associated 
Press depends upon continued and 
strengthened membership co-oper­ 
ation in both the news report and 
in the affairs of the organization. 
It is gratifying to note that this 
fact is 
recognized by the over­ 
whelming majority of its members, 
who take pride in their contribu­ 
tions to the news report.”

Dulles Will Fly 
To Paris For 
NATO Talks 


Says Soviet Has 
Given No Evidence 
Of Change In Plans 


WASHINGTON 
(iff)— Secretary of 
State Dulles flies to Paris 
this 
week to advocate a long-range Eu­ 
ropean defense program designed 
to m eet a continuing Soviet threat 
over a ptriod of 20 or 30 years. 
Dulles says that what he calls 
the Soviet “peace defensive” has 
produced no evidence to indicate 
the Kremlin is abandoning aggres­ 
sive policies or that the free world 
would be justified in letting down 
its guard. 
He does say it m ay bring an 
arm istice in Korea. 
The secretary told the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors here 
Saturday night that Russia has yet 
to respond in action to the test 
which President Eisenhower out­ 
lined in his world peace plan last 
Thursday 
Eisenhower called for a series 
of settlem ents beginning with a 
Korean truce and running through 
the ending of other Far Eastern 
conflicts, the conclusion of trea­ 
ties for Germany and Austria and 
freedom for European satellites,! 


and finally to agreem ent on global 
disarmament. 
Sen. Taft of Ohio, the Republican 
leader in the Senate, said in a 
week-end interview that any Ko­ 
rean arm istice not based on set-! 
tlem ent of Far Eastern problems 
generally would leave Korea per­ 
manently divided. 
“Every effort should be put into 
attempts to settle the overriding 
issues of the Far East—to end the 
Communist threats against Indo­ 
china and M alaya—as a part of 
the Korean truce agreem ent,” Taft 
said. 
“Of course, it would be better 
to have a cease-fire in Korea than 
to continue a stalem ate there, but 
I don’t think we will ever get a 
united Korea by m erely agreeing 
to stop the shooting . . . 
“We will have to settle all the 
questions of the Far East at one 
bite.”

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Donors Get Some Back 
School Group Declares 
Campaign Fund ‘Dividend’ 


The Citizens Committee for Bet­ 
ter Schools today declared a “divi­ 
dend” of the SHO remaining in an 
$807 fund it collected back in the 
fall of 1951 to promote a $2.725.OOO 
school bond issue, mailing unex­ 
pected pro rata refunds to 36 or­ 
ganizations and seven individuals. 
The first time in recent history 
a contributor to an East Liverpool 
fund drive ever got a refund from 
the unexpended balance, each will 
get back a sum ranging from 14 
cents to $10.20—representing 13.6 
per cent of the original donation. 
Since the bond campaign ended, 
the unused funds have lain in an 
account in the Potters Bank & 
Trust Co. The refunds will go on 
checks signed by Gordon E. Stark­ 
ey, president of the bank and treas­ 
urer of the school campaign group, 
accompanied by a letter signed by 
Leo C. Lawrence, who headed the 
drive. 
The decision to make the refunds 
was made a few days ago when 
Lawrence and John W. R i d d e r , 
Chamber secretary and publicity 
chairman for the school drive, re­ 
called 
the 
“ undivided 
surplus” . 


They figured out the percentage 
that would be required to give ev­ 
ery individual and organization a 
pro rata share of the amount chip­ 
ped in originally. 
The checks will go to seven in­ 
dividuals, 15 parent-teacher organ­ 
izations and 21 other groups that 
form a virtual cross-section of the 
city’s club list—veterans, s o c i a l , 
labor, fraternal and service organ­ 
izations. 
Lawrence’s letter explained one 
reason for the delay: “The com­ 
mittee thought it best to defer re­ 
funding the unused portion until all 
possibilities of litigation were pass­ 
ed.” Shortly after the election, a 
group petitioned for a recount, but 
the new' tabulation only widened 
the margin of victory. 
Lawrence’s letter pointed out that 
each contributor was told in 1951 
“whatever m o n e y was unused 
would be returned . . . to those 
who gave it.” 
“The committee

al and financial support,” he ad­ 
ded.

GOLDEN STAI? ICE CEE A M - 
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Life Among Russians Drab, 
U.S. Newspaperwomen Find 


WASHINGTON LA—Two Ameri- 
;an newspaperwomen who visited 
Moscow said today they found life 
irab there, especially for women, 
md fringed with fear of being 
‘contaminated by our philosophy 
md our freedom.’' 
The two editors — Mrs. Jane S. 
Mcllvaine of the Downington (Pa.) 
Archive 
and 
Miss 
Rebecca 
F. 
Gross of the Lock Haven (Pa.) 
Express — were among the group, 
headed by Jam es Wick of the Niles 
D., Daily Times, which spent sev­ 
en days 
in Moscow’ 
early this 
month. It was the first such visit 
since 1946. 
The newspaper women, giving 
their impressions in a copyrighted 
interview published by the maga­ 
zine U. S. News and World Report, 
agreed life in Moscow is costly, 
humdrum and — except for the 
ballet and a “most rem arkable” 
ballerina named Ulanova — stark­ 
ly devoid of beauty. 
Both said they tried their best 
to be objective, found their Rus­ 
sian guides friendly and obliging, 
the people “curious as puppies,” 
were quite sure they were kept un­ 
der surveillance — and came away 
with a dislike of the sort of life 
Russians lead. 
“One of the things that struck 
me most forcibly . . . was that 
none of the few people I talked 
to had any real conception of life 
in the United States, or, indeed, 
outside 
of 
Russia,” 
said 
Miss 
Gross. 
She said America must learn 
more about Russia, its people and 
system, and must “try to get the 
Russians to accept more informa­ 
tion about our Western system and 
how it works.” 
Mrs. Mcllvaine said that once, 
when she separated from the group 
she was taken by a Russian-speak­ 
ing American to the outskirts of 
Moscow. There, she said, she saw 
a work colony — “a gang of wo­ 
men guarded by guards with tom 


my guns and police guns.** 
Her published accounts of this, 
as well as of the Moscow visit 
generally, wrere challenged Sunday 
night by another member of the 
group. Editor Eugene A. Simon of 
the Valley Daily News, Tarentum, 
Pa. 
Simon, interviewed with Mrs. 
Mcllvaine on an ABC television 
show in Philadelphia, said articles 
she has written appeared “distort­ 
ed” on the basis of what he saw. 
He also said he felt some news­ 
papers had “oversensationalized” 
reports of the trip. 
The group has been accused in 
some quarters of sending out “fat­ 
uous” reports. 
Of Mrs. Mcllvaine’s report about 


'the women prisoners, Simon said: 
“Speaking for myself, some of 
the things she reported I didn’t 
i see — and I might personally 
! doubt if they could be seen.” 
Mrs. Mcllvaine replied that, by 
slipping away, she possibly had 
seen more than others.
